Colonel P, C. Ellmaker, United States Marshal,
in compuny with e deputies, Measrs, Snatkoy,
Behoyler, amd Waraim, oand & detnchment of
eight of the Twentydourth Ward Poliee, under
Sergeant Saunders, on Baturday last proceeded
to the inctory of the mirmgers to arrest the

The Marshal rapped at their door and de
manded admittonee, stating his  office and
authoriiv to enter, Those inside the lnctory
dentog his ndmiitanee, and used words ol de-
fiance, contempt, and wenace townrds him,
After achort parley the Murshal oriered the
door to be broken in, which order was being
complied with, when two men came out by
another passnge at the side of the buflding,
They were tuken into custody, when they called
1o thoke lueide not to open the door. The Mar-
ehal expostulnted with them to advise their
friends to come out; they declined to aceede to
hie wieh, and the door was agiun attempted to
be foreed, At this juncture it wis opened by
those inside, two or three of whom appeared at
the sfight opening ot fthe doer, armed, and ap-
parenily in the act of tring,

The space directly in jront or tne door was
kept cleured by this deperate menace but for a
nomieut, when one ol the men came out, révol ver
i baod, and discharced one barreel nt the officer
pearest him, at the sule of the doorway, happily
without effect, He was secured and bis weapon
tnken away., Another appeared with 8 huge
hammer, buc wus  without ditliculty disarmed,
Others came out and were taken into custody.
Two were lound hidden at the top of the build-
ing, under the rool, Nine were thus secured,
Oupe ol those craninated by the azsault and re-
gistance on Thursday wis seon to pase on & triin
for the city, and was arrested at the West Phila-
delphin ‘It?mt. notice huvineg been telegeaphed
to the station.
